Starvation... / 

Chronic Hunger 

“Until quite recently starvation 
and chronic hunger were accepted 
as inevitable and not within man’s 
control. Resignation was the nor¬ 
mal reaction and generally no one 
was blamed personally. That 
resignation to hunger has now al¬ 
most disappeared from the world. 
Everyone knows that it is not 
necessary and that the world could 
feed all the world’s people ad¬ 
equately, at least at the present 
level of population. 

“The reaction now is very 
simple: ‘My children are crying 
all night with hunger, their bellies 
are swollen from eating mud and 
leaves, they will die soon — and 
all because the world’s prosperous 
people don’t care!’ And for the 
first time in history this is true: 
this reaction is producing wide¬ 
spread hate and hostility against 
comfortable people, as it has never 
done before.” 

—Dr. Brock Chisholm, the Cana¬ 
dian physician who was once 
head of the World Health 
Organization of the United 
Nations.

How To Treat- 
Frostbite 

Old Man Winter loves to nip 
your ears or nose or toes so slyly 
you often may not know you have 
frostbite. 

The telltale sign is when the af¬ 
fected part gets waxy white and 
numb. But sometimes it takes 
someone else to point it out. 

The popular frostbite remedy- 
rubbing the affected part with 
snow — is wrong and can be dan¬ 
gerous says St. John Ambulance. 

What should be done? — Treat 
quickly; prolonged freezing can 
do irreparable damage. 

Warm gradually by body heat, 
the safest way to relieve frostbite. 

It is best not to apply direct heat 
in any form. 

If your face or ear is affected, 
cover the frozen area with a glov¬ 
ed hand until normal color and 
feeling return. 

For frozen fingers or toes, re¬ 
move tight boots or gloves. A good 
way to thaw your hand is to place 
it under your clothing in your 
armpit. Feet may be wrapped in 
a warm blanket or snuggled under 
a companion’s jacket. 

If frostbite is severe, see a doc¬ 
tor immediately.

ALBERTA REGULATIONS 466/67 
THE HIGHWAY TRAFFIC ACT - 
REGULATIONS (AMENDED) 

20.(3)— 

(a) For the purpose of this sec¬ 
tion “power toboggan” shall 
mean a miniature snow vehi¬ 
cle of the type known to the 
trade and public as “ski- 
doo”, “auto boggan”, “hus- 
ski”, and vehicles of like nat¬ 
ure. 

(b) Power toboggans are not to 
be registered as motor vehi¬ 
cles. 

(c) On or after the fifteenth of 
January, 1968, when a power 
toboggan is operated other 
than on the owner’s proper¬ 
ty, a power toboggan shall be 
identified by an identifica¬ 
tion plate issued to the own¬ 
er by the Registrar. 

(d) The identification plate shall 
be affixed to the front or 
rear of the power toboggan, 
whichever is most practic¬ 
able in as conspicuous a 
place, as possible and shall 
be kept in a legible condi¬ 
tion at all times. 

(e) The fee for the identification 
plate shall be $5.00. 

(f) In the event the identifica¬ 
tion plate is destroyed or 
lost, a replacement plate 
may be issued upon applica¬ 
tion and payment of a fee 
of $1.00. 

(g) The identification plate re¬ 
ferred to in subsection (c) 
shall not be transferable 
from one owner to another 
owner. 

(h) An identification plate may 
be transferred by the person 
to whom it was issued with¬ 
out notification or fee from 
one to another of his own 
power toboggans.

(i) The identification plate is¬ 
sued by the Registrar shall 
be valid from date of issue 
until otherwise revoked 1 , can¬ 
celled or expired as pre¬ 
scribed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council. 

20.(4)— 

(a) Subject to clause (b), the 
operation of a power tobog¬ 
gan on or along a highway 
is prohibited. 

(b) A person may cross a high¬ 
way with a power toboggan 
provided that: (i) the oper¬ 
ator stops the vehicle before 
entering onto the travelled 
portion or parking lane of 
the highway and, (ii) the 
operator and any passenger 
disembark from the vehicle 
and (iii) the operator walks 
alongside the vehicle whilst 
crossing the highway, and 
(iv) the operator crosses the 
highway as near as possible 
at right angles, and, (v) the 
operator yields the right-of- 
way to any other vehicle on 
the highway and takes all 
necessary precautions t o 
cross the highway in safety. 

20.(4)— 

(c) No person under the age of 
14 years shall operate a pow¬ 
er toboggan across the high¬ 
way. 

(5) On or after January 1 ,1968, 
no new power toboggan shall 
be sold in the Province hav¬ 
ing a gasoline tank con¬ 
structed of a material other 
than steel or metal of equiv¬ 
alent strength.

Curtains and Draperies— may be 
hung at the sides of windows or 
may be placed over the window 
area itself. Styles which can be 
drawn back and forth across the 
window area may be particularly 
flexible in use. Regardless of which 
type you choose, consider fabric 
carefully from the standpoint of 
purpose it is to serve, the length 
of wear you expect from it, and 
the kind and amount of care re¬ 
quired. 

Cotton, nylon, Orion, Dacron, 
rayon, Bemberg, glass fibre, For- 
tisan, linen, silk, sheet or woven 
plastic can all be found in cur¬ 
tains and draperies in a wide va¬ 
riety of fabric types. Before buy¬ 
ing, find out the kind of fibre or 
fibres used and the care neces¬ 
sary for curtains or draperies 
made from these materials. Some 
may require no starching or 
stretching and only a minimum of 
ironing. 

Closely woven fabrics are least 
likely to sag and pull out of shape 
over a period of time and are gen¬ 
erally easier to sew and handle. 
Look for curtain or drapery fab¬ 
rics that are neither too stiff nor 
too limp to hang gracefully. Sat¬ 
een is generally used as a lining 
fabrics when a lining is desired 
to prevent fading or to improve 
hang or appearance. 

Color, style and pattern of cur¬ 
tains or draperies should be in 
keeping with your over-all decorat¬ 
ing plan and with your particular 
window needs. If you choose pat¬ 
terned fabric, gather it on a rod 
or over your arm before buying 
to see how the pattern will look 
as it hangs in folds at the window.
